As the firing was going on Bihun 
came out of a woodshed about 28 
yards away from Jones and Gorda. He 
suddeniy shimped to the ground and 
died instantly.

Today they are di- 
vided into two nations which are dom- 
‘nan'ly industrial and three which are 
pre-emininently agricultural Inas- 
much as they have practised a sys'tm 
of h‘gh protect‘on, thus prohibiting

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THOSE SPRING REPAIR JOBS 
Spring is the recognized time for mak- 
ing repairs and alterations, for repainting, 


renovating and redecorating, With the 
turn of the season comes a recurrence of 
the impulse to fix things up, to restore the 
wear and tear of the year, to make changes 
indoors and out that will give new interest 
and added appearance to the premises. 

In keeping with the times, the prices of 
materials and tools required for these 
spring chores are lower than for many 
years, and the advertising columns dis- 
close offers of special reductions in many 
lines. Wages for unskilled work are also 
at a lower level than in more active years. 
The cost of making renewals and improve- 
ments is thus substantially below normal, 
and the opportunity to effect such better- 
ments correspondingly attractive. 

Nor is it to be forgotten that these odd 
jobs may play an important part in eas- 
ing the difficulties of many men who have 
been out of employment during the winter. 
The sooner they are put in hand the more 
welcome they will be to men who have been 
earning little or nothing for some months 
and who have been looking forward to 
spring with hopes of better times. 


SETTLEMENT POSTPONED 

M. Painleve, former premier of France, 
says he knows of no politica! party in that 
country that would agree to cancel the re- 
parations claims against Germany and to 
also pay the full amount ot the French 
debt to the United States.

But it has gone no 
farther in cutting down reparation claims, 
and it may be assumed that the Bri 
attitude on the subject 1s essentially th 
same as the French; that if reparati 
are to be cancelled, debts will have to be 
also cancelled.

ment of the United States borrowed 
money from its citizens and loaned it to 
the European Allies. To cincel th 
would be to transfer the obli 
European taxpayers to United S 
payers. No party, it is safe to say, will 
fight a Presidential campaign on that plat- 
form, and no party is likely to champi 
such a transference the eve 
election.

“BACK TO THE LAND” 


In Alberta, in Manitoba, and in 
Ontario, there are suggestions of an 
re) “back to the land” movement, 
conducted under direction of the provin- 
cial governments and with their assis- 
tance. This as one means of helping 
unemployed men now living in towns and 
cities to find the means of supporting 
their families and themselves. 

Governments in Canada have never 

ot very far with the few attempts they 

ave meade to shift townspeople onto 
farms. That may be because the attempts 
have been rather half-hearted, and carried 
out as though nothing much was expected 
of them. Certainly in one respect the 
circumstances are favorable to better 
success at this time; there is no apparent 
likelihood of such a radical change in con- 
ditions as will make employment in the 
centres normally plentiful. Thousands of 
town families would undoubtedly welcome 
the chance to go on farms at the present 
time, and the bitter experience of the last 
vear is a lingering memory that would be 
likely to keep them there. 

The other side of the picture is that 
people who are already on farms are not 
finding the going very easy. But putting 
the matter broadly, if people in Canada 
cannot make a fair living on farms, what 
chance is there that the towns can be 
prosperous and town conditions favorable 
for earning a living? Agriculture is the 
basis of the whole business structure, and 
to admit that farming cannot be profitable 
would be to say that the cities were 
doomed. 

At least those who are asking for help 
to get “back to the land” are making an 
effort at self-help, and they deserve en- 
couragement and assistance where there 
is a fair chance that they would succeed. 
The large centres robbed the farms of 
thousands of capable farmers and farm 
boys in the years when paper profits lured 
to quick and easy affluence. To stake 


such men to return to the occupation for 
which they are fitted would seem likely to 
be a better investment of public money 
than to maintain them in idleness in the 
cities and towns.

Health and Diet Advice

MUMPS 

The name mumps comes from a Dutch word mean- 
ing to mumble. One with mumps avoids moving the 
swolen Jaw and, therefore, mumbies instead of talking 
plainly. The next time you see anyone with a real case 
of the mumps watch the way he talks and you wil sce 
how the name arcee. 

Mumps is a disease usu- 
ally afecting children between 
the ages of five and fifwen. 
A contagious disorder, it fre- 
quently runs through a school 
er neighborhood in epidemic 
form. Mumps generally de- 
velops in about 18 days after 
exposure to an infected per- 
son. The patient having 
mumps may infect others un- 
til ali swelling is gone. and 
the wisest plan is for the one 
having mumps to be com- 
plete y isolated from others, 
especially children. 


SALIVARY GLANDS 
AFFECTED 


Mumps ts characterteed by 
& swelling of one or more of 
the salivary glands, usually 
the parotid when the enlarge- 
Ment appears in front and 
below the ear or behind the 
jawbone. In some cases the 
Swolen gland sticks out at the 
side as big as a large egg and 
distorts the whole side of the 
face. Since the parotids come 
in pairs, both may be swollen, 
tm which case the mumps is 
present on both sides. Other salivary glands may also 
be affected 

The swelling is sore and tender but not exceedingly 
painful except when swallowing, chewing or talking. 
An acid food intensifies the discomfort. 

Along with the swelling occur other symptoms such 
as a slight cold and fever. The temperature varies 
from 101 degrees F. to 103. In about a week both swell- 
ing and fever disappear. Once you have had the 
mumps you do not get them again in the same giand. 

With proper care it is possible to avoid complica- 
tions with mumps. Where the case is not properly 
treated the patient may develop such complications as 
deafness or catarrh of the middle ear. But, with most 
youngsters mumps is a simple disease and no serious 
consequences develop. However, there is a tendency 
for mumps to afect other glands in male children and 
such cases may cause sterility. 


BEGIN TREATMENT RIGHT AWAY 


At the first symptom of mumps begin the treatment 
indicated for any kind of acute fever—plenty of water 
but no solid food. This fast-should be continued until 
all swelling in the gland disappears. A glass of plain 
strained orange juice every two hours should be tried; 
but, if this causes pain upon swallowing, just use water 
for the first day or two. It is important that no food 
be taken. Drinking plenty of pure water will help, es- 
pecially where there is a temperature over 100 

Warm applications over the swollen side wil) be 
beneficial, using the applications almost continuously 
day and night. as any form of warmth is comforting 
Our grandmothers used to tte up the swollen side with 
red flannel. 

In every case the wisest plan is to keep the patient 
in bed for at least one week, or unti] the gland returns 
to normal. Walking about only invites the spreaa of 
the disease to certain other glands of the body. 

No medicinal remediss are necessary or adrisable 
in mumps. The only treatment required, and which is 
so simple and effective, is fasting, hot applications and 

t in bed.

Treating the skin of the toes is of li'tle use: it 
will net stop the source of the poisoning which is prob- 
ably three feet away in the intestines.

Answer: This usually means that the heart beats too 
rapidiy. Where there is no vaivular trouble, this fs 
generally caused by over-secretion of thyroxin, which 
is the active principle secreted by the thyroid gland.

The term “nervous heart” is un- 
satisfactory and carelessly used by many physicians for 
want of a beiter diagnosis.

CANADA ADOPTS THE DOLE 
Manitoba Free Press: The new 
policy on unemployment is the policy 
of direct relief, or the dole. This is 


| the result of the conference at Ottawa

The Dominion Government stood for 
direct relief as the only means of deal- 
ing with unemployment, and some 
though not all, of the provinces were 
agreeable to that policy. That means 
that no new relief works will be under- 
taken after the present works are fin- 
to the decision, 
Canada will definitely fall back upon 
the dole, in spite of all that has been 
said against it. The reason given is the 
financial difficulty of providing the 
greater amount of money that is re- 
quired for constructive works than for 
the direct relief. .

If the Dominion cannot afford to 
help in providing relief works, it 
should be able to pay a larger share 
of the direct relief since it costs so 
much less.
